An exquisitely brilliant currant red Rose has an 
unusual shaped bud, since each individual petal 
builds up to a sharp point in the center and these 
long buds are produced on strong stems. The light 
green leaves which are quite heavily veined con- 
trast beautifully with the brilliant flowers. 
Awarded Gold Medal at the fall show of the New 
York Horticultural Society. Price: $3.00 
each, $30.00 per dozen. 


Butterseoteh (#613) Soft pale orange-yellow petals with 
inside of lemon-chrome at the base, changing to pale yellow- 
orange, penciled lightly with orange buff. General color effect 
is soft pastel buff. 

Capistrano (P.A.F.)—A rich shade of deep glowing rose 
pink, in the bud as well as in the open flower. It retains its 
brilliant color throughout the life of the flower without 
fading. Foliage is large and leathery. Growth is upright.

Copper Lustre (#641)—Buds are long and pointed. Color 
coppery between geranium pink and peach red with aigret 
of apricot yellow.

Mrs. Sam MeGredy—Beautiful long-pointed buds opening 
to large double high-centered flowers of glistening scarlet- 
copper-orange with deep red shadings on the outside of the 
petals. 

Picture—Splendidly formed, medium-sized flowers of velvety 
Rose-pink, the petals pleasingly reflexed. Well named, as 
both form and color are very lovely. 

Pink Dawmn— An exceptionally charming Rose with an 
abundance of perfectly formed, full double flowers of a deep 
rose color, opening to a lovely pink bloom, tinted with 
orange at the base of the petals. 


Poinsettia—The name was suggested by the late Dr. J. 
Horace McFarland. Has semi-double flowers of a bright, rich 
scarlet color produced profusely during the whole season on 
vigorous plants of fairly tall growth. 

President Macia—A lovely shade of pink, marked with 
heavy veins of darker pink. The face of the petals is pale 
flesh, warmed with a yellow flush toward the base; the 
reverse, the rich pink of the buds. Blooms are fragrant and 
flower all season. 

President Hoover—A combination of cerise pink. Flame 
scarlet and yellow, gives the most dazzling effect ever seen 
in any Rose. Flower is large and bud beautifully pointed. 
Petals broad and thick. Wonderfully fragrant. 

Radiamee—Globular cupped flowers of two-toned pink light 
silvery tone inside and deeper on outside. Vigorous, free 
blooming. The standard pink Rose. Deliciously fragrant. 

Red Radianee—Red sport of Radiance and exactly like its 
parent in everything but color; fragrant. 

Sleigh Bells—tThe large, ovoid buds are borne singly on 
long stems, and are produced freely. The flowers open 
gradually into blooms of great size, with 40 or more 
petals of heavy substance, and are lovely in all stages. Best 
of all, this white Rose is really fragrant. Sleigh Bells is the 
better white Rose you have been looking for.

Customers who do not receive re- 
sponse to correspondence or orders within a reasonable 
time please write again, enclosing copy of letter or order so 
we may be able to trace same quickly. 


Not less than three plants of one variety will be sold at 
the dozen rate, nor less than twenty-five at the hundred 
rate. We are sometimes asked to send one hundred plants 
embracing about thirty varieties at the hundred price. We 
will not send less than twenty-five of one variety at the 
hundred rate. It takes considerable time to select one hun- 
dred plants in twenty or thirty varieties and we must charge 
for the same accordingly. 


Printing name and address prevents errors in ship- 
ping.
